Polk County alone ac-
counted for one-third of the reported rabies-pesibat cases. Because bats can inflict extrennedl dites that may not be noticed, post-
exposure prophylaxis should be administered ite ¢annot be ruled out (i.e., exposure while skegpr exposure to a child or mentally chal-
lenged individual).

Nationally, only one case of human rabies was tedan 2001. The fatal case involved a 72-yearradde from California who had traveled
to the Philippines. The man later tested posiitivea strain of rabies associated with Philippingsg although no history of dog-bite was re-
ported.

It is important to remember that humans in higk-ascupations for rabies exposure and those whotpl&ravel to a rabies endemic area for a
period of four weeks or more should be vaccinagadrest rabies. The licensed tissue culture vasdiee been 100 percent effective in pre-
venting human rabies since 1980; primary immunizaincludes three injections (days 0, 7, and 228)r As a general rule, for those with
occupational exposures, rabies vaccination shoallépeated every 10 years, or when an individuabges titer drops below 1:5 based on
blood testing at two to five year intervals.

If any patient has beenquslyi vaccinated against rabies, only two dosesofine are needed (days 0 and
3); immune globulin is not recommended and in facontraindicated.
